“ This case is certainly one of the móst 
extraordinary that have ever come up ‘hn 2 
variety of matters,” declared the Judye, in 
summing up a case in which five men were 
charged in connection’ with theft from a 
Dublin City abattoir. | 

“ It illustrates,”’ proceeded his Lordship, 
“the tremendous difficulties that the detec- 
tive officers and the police in this city have 
in countering crime, It is an unfortunate 
fact that in this city this crime of larceny, 
accompanied, as it must be, by conspiracy, 1s 
very prevalent.”’ 

John O’Connell, Denis Casey, James 
Steers, James Healy and Philip Horan were 
indicted on three counts—(1l) with having, on 
the 8th November, 1926, conspired together 
tv dispose of stolen carcases of mutton, 
knowing them to have been stolen; (2) 
with having, on the 8th November, broken 
into and entered the abattoir of William 
Bowers, Pleasant place, Dublin, and stolen 
seven careases of mutton; (ó) with having, on 
the 9th November, received six carcases, the 
property: of Thomas Weir, victualler, South 
Richmond street. 

Mr. Carrigan (instructed by the Chef 
State Solicitor) prosecuted. Mr. Hector 
idughes (instructed by Mr. Corbett) appeared 
for O'Connell, and Mr. Noyk, solicitor, for 
Casey. The other prisohers were not pro- 
fessionally represented.

Scher and F. 5. Murray for £75.

The defendant, William E. Calton, denied 
liability, and pleaded that the letter of 
guarantee was signe. by him on a false 
representation made by the plaintiff’s agent, 
Joseph W. Munce, and the letter of guaran- 
tc. was for interest only accruing up to órd 
June, 1925, upon £1,500 advanced by the 
plaintiffs to Phi:p Scher. The document, the 
defendant pleaded, was signed by him under 
a total mistake as to its nature, and in the 
bona fide belief that he was executing an 
instrument of a .olly different kind from 
that sued upon in the present action. The 
defendant, stated that he was always ready 
an willing ta pay the plaintiffs all the sums 
which accrued due to them by way of interest 
up to órd June, 1925, upon the sum of 
At the opening of the case this defendant 
wa; given liberty to amend his defence in a 
statement in which he added that the repre- 
sentation made to him by Mr. Munce was 
to the effect that he would not be under any 
liability for the £1,500, as it was being 
lodged with the receiver of the Irish Clon- 
dalkin Paper Mills Company. and was not 
forfeitable in case the purchase then con- 
templated was not carried through, and that 
in reality they were only to be liable under 
the guarantee for interest on the £1,500. 
By way of counter-claim, the defendant 
leaded that on the signing of the guarantee 
8 Munce represented to him that the 
money was for an advance of £1,500 to pay 
the second half of th. deposit of £3,000, 
which Philip Scher wished to pay on foot of 
a contract for the purchase of the Clondalkin 
Paper Mills. Immediately after the signing 
of the guarantee a letter was prepared, in 
pursuance of the conversation with Munce, 
and signéd by Philip Scher, and directed to 
the receiver, authorising him, in case the 
sale did not go through, to pay the £1,500 
back to the plaintiff company. The letter 
was handed to the manager of the bank, but 
the bank, he alleged, in breach of their duty 
and through neglect, did not send the letter 
to the receiver, and IE whch in breach 
of that duty, allowed Mr. Scher to use £500 
of this deposit, and to assign to a man 
called Lipman the balance of the £1,500.

The defendant claimed rectification of the 
guarantee, .r, in the alternative, damages 
for negligence of the plaintiffs in neglecting 
to . “we the sum of £1,500 paid back, and in 
allowing Philip Scher to deal with this 
money without having any regard to the 
interest of the guarantors. 

Philip’ Newman, the second defendant, 
pleaded that the letter of guarantee was 
signed by him on a false representation 
alleged to have been made by Mr. Joseph W. 
Munce, the plaintiffs’ manager at the South 
Circular road branch of the bank in Dublin. 

The transaction arose, counsel for plain- 
tiffs explained, through the decision of the 
Leinster Development Company to urchase 
the Clondalkin Paper Mills. The defendants 
were directors 6f the company, and were 
acting through Philip Scher, who was also a 
director. The purchase of the mills was 
being made from Sir Basil Mayhew, who was 
appointed receiver of the mills in England, 
for the sum of £30,000. The guarantee was 
required to secure to the plaintifis £1,500 
needed by the Leinster Development Com- 
pany for Mr. Scher as part deposit for the 
purchase of the mills. Ultimately the busi- 
ness was not completed and the mills were 
not purchased by the Leinster Development 
Company. 

Mr. ‘J. W. Munce, giving evidence for the 
plaintiffs, stated that he was manager oi the 
plaintiff’ company’s bank on the South Cir- 
cular road. He denied that false representa- 
tions of, the character alleged by the defend- 
ants were made,at the time that the guar- 
antee was signed. The matter was never 
mentioned that the guarantee was only to 
pay interest up to 3rd June, 1926. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Leonard, the wit- 
ness admitted writing a letter to his directors 
to the effect that the £1,500 would be re- 
turned if the deal did not go through. On 
i6th March he wrote to the directors stating 
that there was no risk attaching to the loan 
when the guarantee was signed. He for- 
warded’ a letter from Scher to Sir Basil 
Mayhew, directing him to repay the money 
deposited to the bank. The directors did not 
forward the letter, but relied upon. the 
guarantors to recover their money. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Dickie, the witness 
said that he had no recollection of Calton 
saying that he was not liable for the prin- 
cipal when the guarantee was signed. 

Replying to Mr. Justice Hanna, the wit- 
ness said that he did think that the money 
was secure, irrespective of the guarantee, in 
face of the letter from Sir Basil Mayhew, 
and the money was not forfajtable. 

The hearing had not concluded when the 
Court rose.

LEAVE TO APPEAL REFUSED. 
(BEFORE THE CHIEF JUSTICE, MR. JUSTICE 
SULLIVAN AND MR. JUSTICE O'BYRNE.) 

In the Court of Criminal Appeal applica- 
tions were made on behalf of persons con- 
victed. of various offences for leave to appeal 
against their conviction and sentence. All 
were refused. 

In the case of Michae® Daly, who was 
sentenced to five years’ penal servitude in 
the Central Criminal Court, Dublin, by Mr. 
Justice Hanna, on the llth of March last, 
for robbery under arms in the County Lime- 
rick on the 17th of December last, 

Mr. Walter Moloney (instructed by Mr. 
Tynan) applied on behalf of the accused man 
for leave to appeal. Daly, who ‘was described 
as a motor driver at present in Mountjoy 
Jail, had been returned for trial to ‘the 
Central Criminal Court by Judge McElligott 
in the Limerick Circuit Court, on an indict- 
ment charging him with having, at Castle 
Erskine, Cahirconlish, County Limerick, on 
the date mentioned, togetner with another 
man unknown, armed with a revolver, as- 
saulted William Curley, a postman, and 
robhed him of twenty-five postal packets, 
consisting of letters and parcels then in course 
of transmission by post, the property of the 
Minister for Posts and Telegraphs, and a 
10s. note, the property of William Curley. 
The defence in the cas? was an alibi. The 
grounds for the application, as stated by the 
accused man, were: “ My witnesses were not 
there that could prove I was elsewhere. | 
was also under the impression Counsellor 
Moloney was to defend me. Letters in my 
support are in solicitor’s hands.” 

n reply to the Chief Justice, 

Mr. Moloney said that it was to him that 
the accused man referred, He explained that 
the accused had not been defended by solicitor 
or counsel at the trial in Green street, 
although he seemed to be under the impres- 
sion that his counsel and solicitor were there. 
His solicitor, Mr. Tynan, who had repre- 
sented him in the Circuit Court, had, it ap- 
peared, received no notice of the date of the 
trial, and he had expected that the relatives 
of the accused would have come to interview 
him and instruct him further with regard 
to the case, but they did not come. Counsel 
submitted that under the circumstances the 
accused man had been placed in an abnormal 
position. He admitted, however, that the 
accused man, when in the dock, cross-examined 
witnesses giving evidence in the case. 

Mr. Sheehy (instructed by the Chief State 
Solicitor), for the Attorney-General, pointed 
out that the usual course of procedure in such 
eases had heen adopted in the Green street 
Court, to which the case had been transferred 
fé: trial on the application of the Attorney- 
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General, He also stated that notice of the 
date of the trial had been sent to the. local 
solicitor in Limerick in the usual way, and 
that the trial had been adjourned for the 
purpose of communicating with the solicitor. 
for the accused man, who replied that he had 
not been instructed in the case 

The Court refused leave to ap and 
refused to reduce the sentence, the Clef 
Justice remarking that the offence was a very 
serious one, to which the penalty attached 
was generally very severe.

The applications for leave to appael were 
also refused in the case of Daniel Breen, who 
was sentenced in Roscommon Circuit Court 
to three years’ penal servitude for house- 
breaking; in the case of James Healy, 
sentenced in the Central Criminal Court to 
four years’ penal servitude for cons iracy and |’ 
cattle-stealing; in the .case Michael 
Dennehy, sentenced in the County Cork 
Circuit Court to seven years’ penal servitude;

QUESTIONS UNDER A WILL, 


In the matter of the trusts of the will of 
Edward bermingham, deceased, late of Castle- 
taylor, farmer—James Bermingham and 
Thomas Burke v. the Rev. John A. Carr, 
P.P., Ardrahan; John Mahony, of Ballyturin, 
and the Attorney-General, was listed for the 
determ‘nation of questions arising on the will 
of the deceased. The wil contained, amonz 
others, the foilowing provisions : *‘ I order that 
my farm of land, stock, farming implements, 
machinery, household furniture to be sold by 
public auction, and that all my just debts 
and funeral expeuses be paid out of the pro- 
ceeds >i the saie. |] appoint the Rev. John A. 
Carr, Parish Priest of Ardrahan, residuary 
legatee of my estate, the residue to be used 
for Church purposes.”’ 

Mr. Justice Meredith found, on the 
questions submitted to him, that Father Carr 
took the residue in trust for charitable 
nurposes; and that tne giit to him was not void 
for uncertainty. He also decided as to the 
manner in which the bequest was to be paid 
to Father Carr, and held that the gift, in 
so far as it was a d:vise of lands for charit- 
able purposes, was invalidated by the fact 
that the will containing the devise was 
executed less than three months before the 
death of the testator.

ENNIS, Monday.. 

The Minister for External Affairs, Mr. 
Desmond Fitzgerald, had a lively experience 
when he visited Ennistymon to-day. At 
one time three meetings were proveedin 
simultaneously within a space of a thousan 
yards, and three different policies were being 
expounded to a great throng of farmers who 
had come to the town for the fair.

blood of music-hall andiences a decade ago. 
They refused to be thrilled; indeed, 
sniggered frequently, and the final curtain, 
which should have been grimly effective, 
evoked little gusts of laughter in various 
parts of the theatre. 

This. of course, does not prove that it was 
a bad play: it may have indicated merely a 
bad audience; but a certain puzzlement 
might have been forgiven the most svm- 
pathetic. Why, for instance, was one of the 
three characters styled “ Giolla na Naomh,” 
or ‘‘ Follower of the Saint’’? There was 
nothing to justify the title. so far as one 
could see, unless, possibly, the fact that he 
had been spending his time in a lonely farm- 
house writing a book to rehabilitate a sinister 
ficure of local tradition. His efforts to white- 
wash Black Oliver meet with plentiful dis- 
couragement from an artist friend, whom he 
has brought down with him to illustrate the 
book. 

Skelp, their ‘‘sarvant man, throws a 
bomb at both of them with a laconic state- 
ment that Black Oliver was a pure figment 
of his great-crandfather’s imagination, created 
in revenge for wrongs suffered by him. 

it was rather curious to find the uncouth 
and unlettered Skelp giving utterance to the 
extremely modern theory that evil thoughts 
are capable of a certain materialisation. He 
suggests that the concentrated malignancy 
expended by his forefather upon the creation 
of Black Oliver may have resulted in the 
existence of an intangible “ something’”’ 
which haunts the countryside. Incidentally. 
he hints at the power of the imagination to 
bring before the eyes some dreaded object, 
with the result that when the saturnine 
Oliver stalked automaton-like across the stage 
at the close of the act, the audience were 
not sure how to take him. So they laughed— 
quite a number of them. 

The author has been well known in Dublin 
literary circles for many years, and has other 
plays to his credit. His popularity was 
clearly shown by the insistent calls for 
‘“‘ Author,” which compelled him to make a 
reluctant appearance. It is doubtful, how- 
ever, if he has added anything to his reputa- 
tion by this trifle. It hovers uncertainly be- 
tween’ Grand Guignol and peasant drama, 
more elusive than either, a wisp of fancy 
somewhat hampered by facts. 

Gabriel J. Fallon’s Skelp was the most con- 
vineing character of the play, a crisply etched 
Eag of the crude countryman, strange 
lend of dourness and dreams, of heavy clay 
leavened with threads of something finer. 
Arthur Sh.elds and F. J. McCormick could 
do little with Giolla na Naomh or Fear gan 
Ainm, but they got all that was possible ont 
of those two lay figures.

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GROWTH OF LARNE.

PETITION FOR EXTENSION OF 
URBAN BOUNDARY. 

In connection with the petition presented 
by the Larne Urban Council to the Antrim 
County Council for an extension of the urban 
boundary, a committee of the County Council 
held an inquiry at the Larne Courthouse yes- 
terday as to the desirability of the proposal. 

Mr. Lowry said that the last extension was 
by an order dated 4th May, 1891, when the 
population of the town was 5,257 and the 
area 217 acres. By that order the acreage 
was brought up to Since that time there 
had been two applications for further exten- 
sions—in 1904 and 1913—and both were 1e- 
fused. The population of the town, said 
counsel, at the present time was 9,706, an in- 
crease of 87 per cent. from the date of the 
last extension, and Larne was the most 
densely. populated urban district in the Six 
Counties, the density being 16.18 per acre. 
The extension how proposed would take in 
224 acres, and it would still leave Larne as 
the second most densely populated district in 
the Six Counties, only being exceeded by 
Portadown. Counsel further pointed out that

“the mayor, aldermen and _ citizens’’; to 
prevent the removal of certain .hoardings 
from the streets. We cannot .pronounce 
an opinion on this particular case, but it 


certainly is desirable, in a place so famous 


for other than commercial associations, 
that bill-posting should be confined within 
reasonable limits. There has been, “in 
recent years, a decided improvement in the 
quality of posters, and many advertisers 
now recognise that an appreciation of 
soap, jam or vaudeville is not accom- 
panied necessarily by colour blindness. 
Some first-rate artists are employed. by 
advertising agencies,. but, still it. is neces- 
sary. always that the display of posters 
should be governed by very definite restric- 
tions. The disputed ban in Oxford. -was 
imposed under the Town Improvement Act 
of eighty years ago, and is based on the 
ground that some of these hoardings. are 
“an obstacle to safe and convenient 


passage ” in the narrow streets. Recog-' 


nising that the fault, in many cases where 
complaint has been made, is not with. the 
posters, .but with the clumsy, -badly- 
shaped hoardings, the British. Poster 
Advertising Association has asked . Sir 


Reginald Blomfield to design a hoarding } 
which will be both serviceable and sightly. | 


While in Ireland the disfigurement of the 
countryside. by an unwelcome. form of 
enterprise has not gone very far, there 
is need for vigilance.

“ METROPOLIS,”’ . . 
“ Metropolis,’ which is being shown at 


the Corinthian Cinema, Dublin, this week, is 
something new in the history of the cinema- 


tograph. It is a German film, produced by 


the famous Ufa Company, under the direc- 


tion of Fritz Lang, and from the -purely 
artistic point of view it excels anything of 


it. kind that ever has been displayed. 
Just as Max Rheinhardt years ago evolved 


a new technique for the dramatic. stage,. the 
Ufa Company has evolved a new cinema 
technique which, after the mawkish banalities 


of the osywood school, is delightfully re- 


freshing. e saw the beginni of i in 
x Vaudeville.” In ‘ Metropolis’ the idea 
of giving artistic values to filtis hag been 
carried further, and Lang has ‘given us what 
in its way can be described only. as a mas- 
terpiece. Long acquaintance with American 
“ feature films-” has’ made the cinema-goer 
“almost, déspair oí the evolution oí a cinema- 
tograph art. Millions. of dollars have . been 
squandered on magnificent productions; all 
the resources of American cultaré have been 
lavished, on the films. -Yet nothing has come 
of .it all. One picture is like. another.. We 


have rown weary of the eternal splendour 
of the super-film; we search in vain for the 


touch of genius which can transform the 
most tawdry material into a living thing. 


“ Metropolis’? has faults, but its viytues 


overshadow them. The storv is a Jules Verne 


sort of thing, with a moral: which may or 
may not have bee. tacked on in'the adapta- 
t' of the original German production for 


Anglo-Saxon audiences. We are projected 


100 years into the future, and see ‘the reali- 


sation cf, mechanised. society. “ Metropolis ” 
is the Luxusstact of the engineer's dreams. 
We get flesting glimpses of its great sky- 


scrapers (made things of beauty by 


German art), with airships, aeroplanes -and 
elevated street cars flitting between them. 


. Everything is a machine; but down in the 


depths of the earth is the workers’ city—a 
thing of unmitigated horror. Here Fritz 
Lang is in his element. We see the workers 
in droves, little better than brute beasts, 
herded together hopelessly, helplessly, in- 
exorably, slaves to the monster machine. The 
impression of despair is over-powering. That 
dreary shuffle of countless feet, that. awful 
sameness of man and man, sunk in soulless 
misery, where even names are unknown and 
numbers differentiate one from the -other— 
there are moments when one is appalled by 
the prospect, so consumately has the pro- 
ducer done his work. , 


It is the old story of. brains versus brawn. 


breathless adventures; but in the end virtue 


and the human soul triumph over vice and 
the machine, ‘and the film ends with a 
conventional reconciliation. between mind and 
muscle, contrived by the heart. 


We need not concern ourselves with the 


plot. What matters in “ Metropolis” is the

How they were filmed must remain the 
secret of the producer; but they transport 
the audience into a new. world of electric

‘feleases cosmic forces, and man, the director 
of it all, seems to be a pigmy among the 
giants of Ins own device. 


Then there are the .crowd scenes. In one 


the building of the Tower of Babel is recon- 
structed. In another one sees Pheniciun slaves 
being hurled, into. the mouth of Moloch. Ina 


third, the soulless workers of. Metropolis 
are galvanised into a seething mass . of 
frenzied beings, attacking, smashing, devas- 
tating the work of their aimless’ hands. In 


these scenes the technique of Ufa is at 


its best. The crowds look real, not simply 
a congeries of nondescript “‘extras’’ such as 


one sees in even the best American films. The 
Babel episode is particularly éffective. One 
Fa the impression of thousands of shaven 


eads, bent in grinding toil—and throughout 


| there is the persistent ‘idea of the masses, 
stupid, ignorant, and cowed, carrying out the 
relentless purpose of a guiding will. - 


One easily could criticise ‘ Metropolis.” 


Surely, for instance, intelligent beings. a 
hondred years hence will not be wearing 
stiff collars and “'boiled” shirts; surely the 


age of steam will have ; atid the 


efficiency. of a machine no longer. will de- 


nd on the direction of an . individual's 
and. These are ‘anachronisms;' and there 


are others. But. one forgets them all. No 
doubt, twenty Years hence '' Metropolis ’’ will 
he regarded by cinema-gocrs in much the 
same way in which our generation regards 
the films of twenty years ago. It is merely 
a beginning; but it already has lifted the 
cinema to a -plane-of which Hollywood

the Order Paper. 

In these. circumstances, -it- was ‘antici- 
pated that the Government would be

The example then set. was. emulated by 
the Labour Party to-day, after a speech 
by Mr. Clynes, who.expressed his opinion 
of the action of the Government in terms 
more foreible than polite. 


MR. BALDWIN’S MOTION. | 

The motion submitted by the Prime 
Minister allotted twelve days for cor- 
cluding the Committee stage of the bill, 
three days for report, and one day for 
third ‘reading. 

Motions of this kind, the Premier ex- 
plained, were only moved about five times 
by the Coalition Government; but in 
the great days of the Liberal Party from 


| 1906 onwards it appeared something like 


thirty times. 

The Government, Mr. Baldwin said, 
hoped to prorogue Parliament by the end 
of July, but at the present rate of 
progress they could only hope to get 
through the first clause of the bill by that 
time. Allowing for the - Whitsuntide 
recess, they had at their disposal forty, 
four Parliamentary days, and, taking into 
consideration other Government ‘business 
which had to be disposed of, he did not. 
think the time he had. given for the re- 
maining stages of the ‘Trade Unions Bill 
was at all unreasonable or insufficient to 
enable them to make a good job of it. 


MR. CLYNES PROTESTS. 

' Labour members laughed ironically, and 
then cheered Mr. Clynes to the echo as 
he rose and commented on “the cool and 
audacious proposal ’’ which the House was 
asked to agree to. i 7 

It was pretty plain, ‘observed Mr. 
Clynes, that..the motion was sibmitted 
because. the Labour Party had’ refused ta 
co-operate in getting the bill, through:

COERCION IMPOSSIBLE. 


He was profoundly surprised that the 
Government was rushing this legislation 
forward. “The English and the Dutch, 
General Smuts declared emphatically, 
were not races that would submit to 
coercion of any kind. Their characters

the Government, to try to force anything

He recalled the reception given to 
General Hertzog on his return from the 
Imperial Conference, when the people 
were prepared to sink all differences of 
opinion, and open up a new feeling of 
trust.

STORMY SEAS. 

General Smuts expressed the hope that 
the Government would bow before the 
storm, and withdraw the bill, instead of 
undoing all the good work done since the

‘The bill. was read for the first time, 
without a@ reply from the Government 
behches. 

Leave. to introduce the Flag Bill was 
granted by 72 votes to 51, the Labour 
“members voting with the Government. 

A division was also called for on the 
first reading. 


“DROP THE FLAG BILL.” 

‘A crowded: meeting was ‘held at the 
City , Hall’ to-night to demonstrate in 
fayour of the inclusion of the Union Jack 
in. the Union. flag. ‘Hundreds of people 
were unable to find seats, and an over- 
flow meeting had to be held outside. 

The Mayor said that the flag .question 
went far deeper than politics. - He was 
all for merging the two white races, and 
deeply appreciated the support of their 
Dutch friends. (Cheers.) There were 
also the .natives to be considered, and 
their affection for the King and flag. 

The Nationalist Dutch should not thus 
wound, by this totally unnecessary 
measure, those who had lived among 
them and loved them. He implored them 
to believe that the Union Jack meant 
more than mere political » opaganda. It 
‘stood for honour, truth, freedom and 
justice, (Renewed continuous cheering. ) 

“Bury. this Flag Bill,” with these 
words the Mayor sat down, amid a scene 
of tremendous enthusiasm. 

Then leading citizens, representative of 
ex-Service men, moved a resolution for 
dropping the bill, and declaring that 
time’ would bring about a union of the 
two races and the settlement of the flag 
question by common consent. ~The reso- 
lution was adopted, amid enormous en- 
thusiasm. 


FLAG REDEDICATED. 


From “ Tae Times ” CoRnREsPONDENT. 
DURBAN, Monday. 

Following upon’ meetings of protest 
which have been held in all parts of Natal 
fully 10,000 
people gathered before the Town Hall at 
Durban this morning to join in a Service 
for the rededication of the Union Jack. 

At the request of the Mayor, all busi- 
ness in the town was suspended for an 
hour, and at 11 a.m. the: Town Gardens 
were thronged’ for the Service, whith 
opened with the hymn, “O God, our help 
in ages past.” 

The Rev Eben Griffin, 
chaplain, gave an address. 

At. the ‘conclusion of the Service, amid 
deep silence, Mr. Griffin dedicated the 
Union Jack in the following words :— 


‘To the glory of God, with deep gratitude 
and undying love, we solemnly reaffirm our 
soca devotion to the Union Jack of the 
British Empire, which we cherish as a sy mbol 
of liberty and justice.” 

The Union Jack was then hoisted on a 


flagstaff on the Town Hall, and the crowd, 
whose attitude had previously been one of 
reverence, cheered wildly and sang the 
National Anthem before dispersing. 

The Mayor subsequently issued .the. fol- 
lowing message: —“ This morning, at, the 
greatest meeting ever held in Durban, the 
town has sought Divine guidatce in this 
vital crisis. of our history, and. has 
solemnly rededicated its loyalty to the 
Union Jack. Even at this late hour I 
urge that the solemnity of this great meet- 
ing suffices td show that we consider the 
preserit bill inopportune and fraught with: 
‘great ais to i our country.” 
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TH French President, ie Doumergue, 
$ and the Frehch Priíme' Minister, 
M. Briand; accompanied by the Prince of 
Wales, arrived. in London irom Dover 
yesterday afternoon and were received at 
Victoria. Station by the King, Prince 
Henry, the Duke of Connaught, Prince 
Arthur of Connaught, the. Prime Minister, 
Sir Austen Chamberlain and others. 

The President afterwards drove with the 
King to Buckingham Palace, cheered by 
large crowds. At the Palace the President 
was. received by the Queen. 


-GHEERED BY BIG CROWDS. 

The President and his’ party remained 
at the Palace until half-past four, when 
they: leit in closed motors to visit the 
Cenotaph in Whitehall and the grave of 
the Unknown Warrior in Westminster 
Abbey. Crowds.of spectators cheered the 
party as they drove through the Horse 
Guards Parade and along Whitehall. 

On reaching the Cenotaph M. 
Doumergue was greeted by representatives 
of the Navy, Army and Air Force. At. 
the foot of. the Cenotaph he placed a red, 
white and blue wreath of irises, roses and 
carnations, tied with the Tricolour. He 
then stood bareheaded for a moment in 
silence. 


BRITAIN’S WONDERFUL HELP. 
At the Abbey he was met by the Dean, 
who welcomed him. The President replied 


in French :— 

“It is a great pleasure for me to come 
here to this historic building, and to do 
homage to the Unknown Warrior on behalf 
of the French people, to show their apprecia- 
tion of the wonderful help and support which 
the British people gave them during the war. 
It is our one hope in , France. that the 
Entente between the two countries may con- 
tinue’ to grow and’ flourish.” 

The wreath placed on the tomb of the 
Unknown Warrior was identical with that 


deposited at the Cenotaph. Having placed 
the wreath, M. Doumergue stood for a few 
moments with M. Briand’ at his side. 
On leaving the Abbey the President visited 
the various. members of the Royal Family 
now in London. . } 

Afterwards, at St. James's Palace, he 
received addresses of welcome from the 
London County Council, the City of West- 
minster, the French colony ..in.;London, 
and other bodies. 


STATE BANQUET. 

The King and Queen last night gave a 
State banquet at Buckingham Palace. 
Eleven members of the Royal Family were 
present, the guests. numbering in all more 
than 150. á 

Gold plate was used for decorative pur- 
poses, both on the diming table and in 
the various State roms, the floral decora- 
tion of. the dining .room. being. , emble- 
matical of the national colours of the two 
countries, red, white and blue. | 

The King wore the ‘uniform of an 
Admiral of the Fleet, and the Queen a 
gown of opalescent paillette over creamy 
chiffon, . The, Queen also, wore a crown cf 
brilliants, and about..her. neck rows of 
diamonds. The Star of the Order of the 
Garter was also worn, but not its riband. 
In place of the riband, the Queen wore 
the grand cordon of the Legion of Honour, 
which the President: ‘bestowed upon her 
shortly hefore the. banquet. 


THE KING’S SPEECH. 


The King occupied the ventral seat at 
the head of the table, having the Pre- 
sident on his. right and. Princess Mary un 
his left. The Queen was on. the Pre- 
sident’s right, M. Briand sat on the right 
of the Queen. 

The King rose shortly after nine o'clock 
to propose the health of the President. 
The entire company rose with him an1 
remained standing throughout his speech. 
His Majesty, speaking in French, said :— 


“It is with great pleasure, Monsieur le 
President, that I wish you welcome to my 
capital. The Queen and | are happy to renew 
with you the relations which our short visit 
to. Paris two years ago permitted us to 
estahlish. Of that visit we have retained the 
most pleasant recollections. We hope tliat 
on your return to Paris you will conserve an 
equally happy impression of your stay m 
England. 

“More than six years ‘ago I had the 
pleasure of extending a welcome on this very 
spot to one of your predecessors. I then 
expressed my confidence in seeing France and 
the British Empire bring to the great work 
cl restoration incumbent upon them the same 
IEA of mutual confidence and ‘loyal friend- 
ship which had anim.ted them during the 
war. 

“My confidence has been justified. For 
more than twenty years the close collabora- 
tion of my Government with that of France 
has only become more intimate. Since the 
signing of the peace our common efforts 
have enabled many results to be obtained. 
There remains much yet to be done, but, as 
our two countries: helped each other and 
united their forces during the war, so will 
they continue to work together in the cause 
vill, peace assured by the general good- 
wi 

‘Your visit to London, Monsieur le Presi- 
dent, is a manifest sign of the Entente 
Cordiale so happily established between our 
two countries. In you we receive not only 
the eminent statesman whose long and noble 
career has been crowned by election to the 
highest office of his country, but also the 
very personification of France. 

“T raise my glass, Afonsieur /e President, 
to your health and happiness, assuring you 
of the affectionate admiration that I and my 
people fee] for yow and the glorious French 
nation, 
worthilv.’ 

The King turned towards’ the President as 
he spoke the last few sentences, and touched 
wipuses with him before drinking the toast. 

he Queen ‘clinked glass also with her 
BBP neighbours—namely, the President 
on her left; and M. Briand on her right. The 
general company honoured the toast, and the 
hand played the Marseidlcise.

The driver of the motor ’bus, which 


belonged to Mr. H. M. Catherwood, stated 
that he was three feet from the edge of the 
footpath when the rear wheels skidded and 
the vehicle swung across the road, making 
a sort of half-turn. 

The. lorry at the time was only some 
yards distant and coming along well into 
its own ‘side of the road. There was a 
crash. He promptly rendered assistance 
to the passengers, who were now struggliny 
to free themselves from the interior of the 
‘bus, and the ‘fact that the: side was 
almost completely torn out greatly facili. 
tated this work. 

Mr. M‘Clenaghan added that his eon- 
ductor was slightly cut by flying pieces of 
glass, and then remarked on the extra- 
ordinary escape of the driver of the lorry. 
With the force of the impact the driving 
wheel was thrust backward, and the man 
had the presence of mind to.meve quickly 
to the left and so avoid being pinned to 
the rear of the hood. 


WOMAN'S SHOE I"! WRECKAGE. 


The: lorry, ‘a very ‘heavy vehicle, catry- 
ing a big load of potatoes, was badly 
damaged in front, one wheel being torn 
off and the chassis doubled up, while the

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THE OATH. 
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WHAT MR. DE VALERA 
SUGGESTED. - 

In a speech at the Rathmines Town 
Hall last night, Mr. Kevin O'Higgins 
dealt at length with the history of the 
oath of allegiance. 

He ‘described how, at a private session 
of the Pre-Truce Dail, Mr. de Valera de- 
clared that he would be prepared to make 
a contribution to, the King’s civil list as 
w recognition of the King as the head of 
the Commonwealth, and said that when 
the plenipotentiaries returned from Lon- 
don with the draft treaty it contained a 
“ full blooded ” oath, such as that taken 
in the South African Parliament or the 
british Parliament. 

Mr. de Valera at the Cabinet meeting 
dictated the following :—‘‘ I, Eamonn de 
Valera, do hereby swear true and faithful 
allegiance to the Constitution of Ireland 
and to the Treaty of Association of Ire- 
land with the British Commonwealth of 
Nations, and to recognise his Britannic 
Majesty 4s head of the Associated States. '' 

The plenipetentiaries returned to Lon- 
don, and as a result the present oath 
was inserted in the Treaty. It read :— 
“I, Kevin O’ Higgins, do hereby swear true 
and faithful allegiance to the Constitution 
of the Irish Free State, as by law estab- 
lished, and I will be faithful to His 
Majesty King George V. by virtue of the 
common citizenship of Ireland with Great 
Britain, and her adherence to the group 
of nations forming the British Common. 
wealth of Nations.”’

LAG. 


A REFERENDUM LIKELY

In a leading article, The Times 
observes :—The introduction of the Flay 
Bill in the South African House of 
Assembly yesterday means the disappear- 


. ance of the last hope of an agreed. settle- 


ment of that most unnecessary con- 
troversy. There seemed at one time to be 
a ray of daylight in the round table con- 
ference at which Dr. Malan and other 
members of the Government’s Flag Com- 
mission met representatives of the Flag 
Committees formed by the supporters of 
the Union Jack in the Cape, Transvaal! 


and Natal, but the conference speedily 
broke down, and has left feeling more 
bitter than ever. The optimism with 


which its meeting was announced was due 
partly to the fact that the initiative in 
calling it came from Dr. Malan, the most 
nbdurate opponent of the Union Jack, and 
partly to the statement that there were to 
be no limitations in the designs the con- 
ference might discuss. 

The attitude of the Flag Committees -has 


been avowed from their formation; they 
would never agree to the complete 
exclusion of the Union Jack. It was 


naturally concluded, therefore, that the 
Cabinet. though they maintained in public 
their view, that neither the Union Jack 
nor the flags of the old Boer Republics 
should reappear in the new flag, were, at 
least, prepared to compromise. More than 
one possible compromise had been sug- 
gested in the course of the last few months, 
but the Government are apparently set 
upon their bill, and the consequences of it 
to South Africa seem likely to be nothing 
short of disaster. 

The present signs are that the bill will 
be rejected by the Senate and forced 
through at a joint session of both Houses. 
Then will come the referendum which 
General Hertzog promsied last summer. 
and a violent campaign in which every 
effort will be made to re-open fast. healing 
wounds and to revive memories which have 
grown faint with the passage of years 
The recent provincial elections show 
plainly enough that there is no prospect 
whatever of a decisive majority for any 
design which excludes the Union Jack 
The: solemm demonstrations in Durban yes- 
terday and the more reasoned speeches of 
General Smuts and others in the House of 
Assembly are proof of the depths of 
popular feeling that have been stirred. 
After everything has been done to set 
Dutch and English against each other, the 
new flag is likely to be adopted or rejected 
by a majority not large enough to carry 
any moral weight, and no one will be 
prepared fo treat a result so achieved as 
final. 

It is ironical, in the circumstances, that

GREAT PART OF CHIEF 
TOWN DESTROYED.

PORT OF SPAIN, Monday. 

Castries, St. Lucia, has been burning 
since 11 o'clock on Saturday night. 

The Government buildings. and the 
greater part of the town have been de- 
stroyed, but no loss of life has yet been 
reported. 

Castries is the principal town on the 
Island of St. Lucia. The harbour, which 
is almost landlocked, is one of the safest 
and most attractive in the West Indies.

Sir W. Joynson-Hicks, in reply, said—I 
am informed that approximately the 
number was 250 persons, and, so far as I 
know, none of them were members of 
the association in question. I am not in 
a position to furnish particulars of their 
nationality. 


STAFF OF 250. 


Mr. Taylor—Were the 250 all members 
of the staff of Arcos, or were some ordinary 
people there in the course of business— 
not attached to the staff? 

Sir W. Joynson-Hicks—I think that the 
only persons referred to in the question 
were those employed on the premises. 

Mr. Henderson asked the Home Secre- 
tary if he was now in the position to 
reply to the question submitted at the last 
sitting of the House regarding the raid 
on Arcos, Ltd. 

Sir W Joynson-Hicks—The information 
which, as I have already informed the 
House, was sent to me on Wednesday last 
by the Secretary of State for War, satisfied 
me that a certain official document was, 
or had been, improperly in the. posses- 
sion of a person employed in Arcos, Ltd., 
49 Moorgate street. “That document 
bore on its face a statement that it was 
the property of His Majesty's Govern- 
ment, and was not to be circulated, 
directly or indirectly, to the Press or to 
any person not holding an official posi- 
tion in His Majesty's service. 


PREMIER CONSULTED. 


“It was a document of which un- 
authorised persons were known to be try- 
ing to get possession, and, in view of the 
information | received, I at once con- 
sulted with the Prime Minister and the 
Foreign Secretary, and, with their know- 
ledge and assent, | authorised the police 
to apply. to.a magistrate lor a warrant 
under the Official Secrets Act to search 
the premises occupied by Arcos, Ltd. 
(Ministerial cheers.) 

“These premises are shared by Arcos, 
Ltd., and the Russian Trade Delegation, 
and there was free communication be 
tween them. The warrant authorised the 
search of the premises of both, and the 
search was carried out in strict conformity 
with the warrant. 

“I am informed that the search 
not completed until 12 o'clock last night. 
The document in question was not found— 
(ironical Labour cheers)—uut the police 
have taken possession of certain papers 
which might bear on the matter, and 
examination of these is still proceeding.’ 


DOCUMENTS BEING EXAMINED. 


Mr. Henderson—-Arising out of that 
reply, may I ask whether it is the inten- 
tion to give a fuller statement at a later 
sitting of the House; and whether, in the 
event of the Opposition desiring to debate 
that statement. facilities will be afforded 
by the Government íor that purpose? 

Sir W. Joynson-Hicks—In reply to the 
first part of the question, certainly. | 
have seen some of the documents, and they 
are still being examined. J hope, in the 
course of two or three days, to make a 
fuller statement to the House.

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DEFECTS IN JUDICIAL 
MACHINERY. 


Le ft, 
APPEALS ON SHORT- 
HAND WRITERS’ NOTES. 
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Mr. T. W. Sheridan, President, in the 
course of his address at the half-yearly 
meeting of the Incorporated Law Society, 
which was held yesterday at 45 Kildare 
street, Dublin, criticised the Courts of 
Justice Act, 1924, and referred to defects 
in the judicial machinery. 

Alluding to the system of appeal from a 
judgment or order of the Circuit Court in 
civil cases grounded on a stenographer’s 
notes, Mr. Sheridan described it as a 
defect of grave importance, not only to 
both branches of the legal profession, but 
to the public, | 

Appeals on stenographer’s notes, he 
added, had had a fair trial, and had been 
found wanting, and the system must 


eventually be altered. i 


SERVING AFFIDAVITS. 


- 


ADOPTION OF NEW RULES, 

Mr. Sheridan said that until new machinery 
was tested the engineers or builders could not 
be sure that it would run smoothly and satis- 
factorily carry out the work for which it had 
been intended, and if, as a result of such test, 
any defects ur matters requiring adjustment 
became apparent, the necessary alterations 
were made without delay. ‘The judicial 
machinery erected under the Courts of Justice 
Act, 1924, was no exception to this principle. 

The rules of the High and Supreme Court 
came into operation on the Ist October last, 
and very soon it became apparent that the 
provision of Order XV., Rules 1 and 2, which 
required that an affidavit showing that the 
plaintiff was entitled to the relief claimed 
should be served together with the originat- 
ing summons caused considerable delay to 
creditors and fulfilled no useful purpose. The 
position was very much aggravated by a 
decision of Mr. Justice Hanna in January 
last, the effect of which was that the affidavit 
required to be sworn by the plaintiff under 


Order XV. was an affidavit ‘‘ verifying his. 


cause of action and the amount claimed (if 
any)’’—in other words, a plenary affidavit, the 
same as was required for a final judgment 
motion under the previous rules, 

A SERIOUS POSITION. 

Considering that up to the time of the 
decision only what he might describe as bald 
affidavits of debt had been served with 
originating summonses, the matter became 
very serious, and wecordingly a deputation 
from the Council waited on the President of 
the High Court and laid the facts before him. 
The President, who received the deputation 
most courteously, fully appreciated the 
seriousness of the position that had arisen, 
and said that he would communicate at once 
with the Chief Justice, with a view of having 
a meeting of the rule-making authority sum- 
moned for an early date. 

The meeting was called for the following 
week, and as President he (Mr. Sheridan) 
attended and handed in the draft of suggested 
new rules which had been approved by their 
Council. These rules, with very slight 
alterations, were adopted by the rule-making 
authority, and had since been approved by 
resolution of the Oireachtas, as required by 
the Act; so that now no affidavit had to be 
served with an originating summons. 

A simple affidavit of debt was sufficient to 
mark judgment in default of appearance, and 
a plenary affidavit verifying the cause of 
action was required only when the defendant 
had entered an appearance and the plaintiff 
applied for judgment under Order XV.; in 
other words, the practice in this respect was 
the same now as it was under the” Judicature 
Acts. This defect in the machinery had thus 


been set right. 
APPEALS. : 

The next defect in the judicial machine was 
& more serious one, and was of grave import- 
ance, not only to both branches of the bai 
profession, but to the public. He referred to 
the system oí appeal from a judgment or 
order oí the Circuit Court in civil cases 
grounded on a stenographer's notes, as set up 
by $. 62 of the Act of 1924. 

In ba the adoption of the report of 
the Council in November last, their late 
President (Dr. Quirke) spoke of this matter, 
and referred to the many communications 
their Council had received from the sessional 
Bars and solicitors throughout the country on 
the subject of these appeals, and in his usual 
clear and masterly way set out many of the 
objections to the system. The complaints 
growing louder and louder, a deputation 
from their Council waited on the Minister 
for Justice in March last, and put before 
him the many grounds on which it was 
desired that this section of the Act should 
be ~— or amended. The Minister re- 
ceived the deputation most courteously, and 
gave an attentive hearing to the members 
during a long interview. 

w NOTES OF EVIDENCE. 

Uhey were all familiar with the many 
objections to the new system, and he would 
content himself with naming a few. In 
the first place, they inlet out that the 
initial hearing of a civil bill by the Circuit 
Court Judge now occupied far more time to 
enable the stenographer to take a note of the 
evidence; that no shorthand writer. no 
matter how proficient in his art, could take 
a full and accurate note of all the evidence, 
particularly the cross-examination of the wit- 
nesses; that the judges hearing the appeal, 
not having the great advantage of seeing 
the demeanour of the witnesses in the box, 
were not in a position to test the value of 
the evidence; that the cost to the litigants 
was nearly doubled, and, generally, that the 
system was slow, costly and unsatisfactory. 
Complaint was also made of the great delay 
in hearing the appeals; but, as they were 
aware, four Commissioners had yenatie been 
eet to clear off the arrears. The 

inister, in his reply, stated that it was a 
remarkable thing that not one of the 
signatories to the report of the Judiciary 
Commission, on which the Act of 1924 was 
framed, had signified his disapproval of the 
new system. 

CIVIL BILLS. 

To his mind, this fact carried no weight, 
because of the twelve Commissioners ten were 
now either judges or held official positions, 
whosgluty was to administey the law as they 
found it and not to criticise it. Of the 
remaining two, one was a past president of 
the Chamber of Commerce, and the other 
was Mr. P. J. Brady, a former president of 
that Society, who recently, in the Free State 
Seanad, publicly stated that, although he 
signed the report, he had never been in love 
with the system, and from his experience of 
its working he thoroughly disapproved of it. 

Another matter on which the Minister laid 
great stress was the manner in which he 
alleged the trial of civil bills was conducted 
in the late County Gourts. He described it 
as “a run over the course,” each side 
waiting to see what case his opponent was 
going to make, and then the real trial took 
place, on the appeal before the Judge of 
Assize, and he said that one of the objects 
of the appeal on stenographer’s notes was to 
put a stop to this abuse. 

TO STOP THE ABUSE. 

Admitting, for the sake of argument, that 
the Minister had some grounds for this com- 

laint, the abuse referred to could be stopped 

y slight amendment of the old system. 
Speaking for himself duly, he would suggest 
as a remedy that no evidence, either verbal 
or documentary, should be admitted on the 
appeal, other than that produced at the 
hearing before the Circuit Judge, without the 
consent of the Judges of Appeal, and then 
only for the strongest reasons, and in no 
cases should the costs of the extra evidence 
be allowed. , 

The Minister also mentioned that com- 
inn had been made that appeals from the 

ty Court Judges were often rushed, much 
to the dissatisiaction of the litigants. 
The answer to this, that if sufficient time 
was not allowed in the Assize time-table for 
the proper hearing of these apeals (a matter 
which was easily remedied), the system of 
uppeals on oral evidence in focal venues was 
not to be condemned on this account. 
POSITION OF LITIGANTS, 

One of the objects of the Courts of Justice 
Act was to bring the law to the doors of 
the people throughout the country; but he

BELFAST, Monday Night. | 

Some curious comments are being made 
regarding the remarkable decrease in the 
drink bill of Northern Ireland, as shown 
by the figures given in the Finance 
Minister’s Budget statement the other 
day. The argument put forward- by the 
anti-prohibition leaders, if sound, indi- 
cates that the revenue of the Free State 
is being enriched at the expense of the 
Northern Exchequer through the opera- 
tions—unexpected, but natural—of the 
1923 Liquor Act. It seems also that a 
filip has been given to the manufacture of 
poteen owing to the high price of spirits, 
and that the poorer classes have been 
driven to cultivate the acquaintance of 
“Red Biddy,’’ a cheap, but potent, wine 
which 1s even more disastrous and enduring 
in its effects than “John Barleycorn.”’ 
It is further contended that Sunday 
closing of public-houses in the North has 
resulted in the weekly exodus of a multi- 
tude of thirsty souls across the border 
where their tastes may be legally gratified. 
During the summer months crowds of 
people travel oh Sundays from Belfast 
and other centres to Warrenpoint and 
cross the narrow water by ferry to 
Omeath, a little town in the Free State, 
where the licensed houses carry on a 
prosperous business while the Northern 
vintners are closed down. 

The same thing happens all along the 
border, but the money spent in that way 
south of the dividing line would hardly 
make any appreciable difference in the 
figure—a decrease of £600,000—submitted 
by Mr. Pollock. Certainly, the poteen 
industry seems to be flourishing, though 
hazardous, frequent seizures are made 
by the police, while the Custody Courts 
provide eloquent testimony to the efficacy 
of “ Red Biddy ” in dazed processions of 
her admirers. 


CIVIL SERVICE APPOINTMENTS. 


The controversy in connection with the 
appointment by the Northern Government 
of a Selection Committee, whose findings 
are final in the placing of candidates for 
the junior Civil Service, has spread from 
the House of Commons to the Free State 
Press, and comments have been made on 
the fact that a member of the Belfast 
Corporation declared the other day that 
all Roman Catholics should be excluded 
from such positions which, in his opinion, 
ought to be reserved for Orangemen. -The 
councillor who made that statement 
certainly cannot be accused of tolerance or 
wisdom, but it would be unfair to judge 
the Corporation as a whole by his 
‘‘fanatical outburst,’’ as many people 
have done. Two influential Unionist 
councillors, who also spoke at the meeting, 
emphatically protested against any such 
unfair policy, and dissociated themselves 
on the instant from their colleague, stating 
that merit alone should be the criterion 
for public positions. 

A Labour member of Parliament, how- 
ever, who took part in the meeting sat in 
silence, and did not express any opinion 
one way or the other. Perhaps, the 
incident had its origin more in a vote- 
catching expedition than in any real spirit 
of intolerance, as the meeting was sup- 
posed to be more or less “ in lodge ” at the 
time. The suggestion put forward in this 
column a few weeks ago that the Selection 
Committee would be raised above suspicion 
of favouritism if a couple of Nationalist 
members were elected to assist it in tts 
deliberations has met with general 
approval amongst sensible men. There is 
nothing unreasonable in the minority 
having representation on the Committee, 
and it would be a gracious act on the part 
of the Government to see that they get 
it, while it would also silence criticism. 


TRADE DISPUTES BILL. 


At the annual meeting of the North 
Down Unionist Association, last Saturday, 
Lord Londonderry referred to the Trades 
Disputes Bill at present before the Im- 
perial Parliament, and expressed his 
regret that the Labour leaders had not 
joined with the Government in some form 
of conference which could have drafted an 
agreed measure to put before the people. 
Describing the bill as the workmen’s 
Charter of Liberty, he said that under 
its provisions the workers could not be 
compelled to subscribe to political 
organisations in which they did not believe, 
while they would also be free from intimi- 
dation. It was a fallacy, he declared, to

say that the Unionist Party desired to 
destroy the trades unions, and he thought 
the bill should have an easy passage 
through the Northern House of Commons 
when it was introduced there. 

The noble marquis is, no doubt, right 
in his views regarding the bill as to its 
ultimate effect on the political liberties of 
the working classes, and the benefits it 
will confer on trade and commerce, but 
he is wrong in thinking that it will have 
an easy ‘passage through the Northern 
Parliament ; for there is strong resentment 
in many quarters, even amongst Unionists. 
that such a controversial measure should 
be brought forward in a province where 
industrial disputes are rare, and which 
took no part whatever in the British 
strike that was responsible for the bill in 
the Imperial Parliament. Even Lord 
Londonderry himself declared on Saturday 
that Northern Ireland is the most peaceful 
and law-abiding portion of the British 
Empire; and that argument is being «sed 
to show that the measure is unnecessary 
in the Six Counties. 

Of course, the weight of numbers will 
carry the day, and the Junior Whip, 
Captain the Hon. Harry Mulholland, has 
already issued a warning to official 
Unionist members as to their duty in 
supporting the Government, even although 
they may be voting against their personal 
convictions. He reminds them that they 
were elected on one main principle, and 
that is that, under no circumstances, are 
they ever going to be governed by a Dublin 
Parliament. Therefore, they must vote 
straight, as otherwise the Government 
might be defeated, and that would lead to 
an extremely awkward situation. The 
fight has all the elements of a bitter 
struggle. The Labour and _ Socialist 
members of the Opposition, supported by 
the Nationalists, have determined to 
oppose. the bill tooth and nail, and it is 
an open secret that ‘‘scenes”’ will pro- 
bably occur during the course of the 
debates. 


IMPROVED INDUSTRY. 


Some remarkable figures given by Lord 
Londonderry show that the North is gradu- 
ally bettering its position in the world of 
trade and commerce. The _ industrial 
depression struck Ulster with peculiar 
severity, linen and shipbuilding suffering 
most of all, but the dark clouds are pasing 
away and the sun of prosperity is begin- 
ning to shine again. The peak of unem- 
ployment was reached in 1921, as pointed 
out by the noble marquis, when through- 
out the province there were 63,500 persons 
wholly unemployed and 43,500 on short 
time, making over 34 per cent. of the 
insured population. Last month the figures 
showed that: for all Northern Ireland 
there were 33,500 wholly unemployed 
and 15,000 on short time, making 13.4 
per cent. of the insured population. 

In Belfast alone last year there was a 
reduction of 10 per cent., and with the 
important orders promised for the ship- 
building yards the industrial position 
should be still further bettered during the 
present year. This happy improvement is 
attributed in a large measure to the 
cordial relations which have existed 
between Capital and Labour in the North. 
During the blackest days of depression 
the workmen in the shipyards voluntarily 
submitted to large reductions in their 
wages in order to save the situation, and 
it is a strange fact that thousands of men 
working there today are not nearly so 
well paid as the Corporation labourers who 
empty the dustbins throughout the city, 
the difference to their igre: « being 
on an average about 12s. per week. 


LORD CASTLEREAGH. 


Lord Castlereagh, who accompanied the 
Marquis of Londonderry to the meeting of 
the North Down Unionists’ Association, 
made a most favourable impression on the 
large audience by his manly personality 
and modest demeanour. He was elected 
vice-president—his distinguished father 
being the president—and expressed his 
pleasure that his first introduction to 
politics had been in his native County 
Down. Belonging to a family famous in 
British history for its statesmen, it 1s 
likely that a seat will be provided for him 
in either the Imperal or the Northern 
Parliament ‘at the next general election, 
pic ably the former.

DRAINAGE OF THE BANN: 


The Advisory Committee on the drainage 
vf Lough Neagh and the River Bann, 
which was the outcome of Lord Craig- 
avon’s tour a few. months ago through 
the province, has issued an interim report 
on its deliberations. It will be recalled 
that on that occasion the Premier; at 
Agivey Bridge, said he would be prepared 
to ask the Northern Parliament to vote 
£1,000,000 for the scheme if it could be 
shown that it would be a success from 
Lough Neagh to the sea. Later on, how- 
ever, the Minister of Labour, when re- 
ferring tothe matter, said that the farmers 
did not seem inclined to bear their share 
of the cost, which would probably be 
about half a million. 

The report expresses the same opinion ; 
for, after pointing out the benefit to be 
derived from the project in security from 
flooding and in other directions, such as 
better sanitation and improvement in the 
general health of the people owing to the 
disappearance of dampness from saturated 
lands, it is stated that it is not possible 
to measure these benefits on a cash basis. 
Nevertheless, it is added: “ We satisfied 
ourselves that in spite of the desirability 
of the works, the local authorities, with 
their predominating agricultural] interests, 
would decline to face the heavy charge 
upon their rates involved by a scheme 
of which their share would be £500,000.” 
It would appear that, while the people 
in the Bann Valley are anxious for the 
drainage scheme, they object to the cost 
coming out of their pockets to the extent 
mentioned, evidently being of opinion 
that it should. be a Government charge. 
Reference is also made in the report to 
the proposed hydro-electric scheme, and 
it is suggested that both should be carried 
out together, as in that way a considerable 
saving would be effected. 


AWKWARD PREDICAMENT. 


The Northern Government will have an 
awkward position to face to-morrow 
(Tuesday) when Colonel Woods, C.M.G.— 
an independent Unionist who defeated the 
official candidate at the last elections by 
an enormous majority—brings forward his 
private bill which provides for “the 
compulsory employment of disabled ex- 
Service men in the Six-County area. 
Naturally everyone sympathises with the 
unfortunate men who were injured in the 
war, but the bill is not feasible, and it 
will be the Government s unpleasant duty 
to reject it. The junior Unionist Whip 
has already described the bill as pure 
“ window-dressing’’ for the purpose of 
obtaining votes at the next election, but, 
be that as it may, the prospect is not a 
very happy one for those who oppose the 
claims of the disabled warriors who in 
times of stress and danger were promised 
a land “ fit for heroes to live in.” Colonel 
Woods, who is a young man with a bril- 
liant war record, has virtually the whole 
army of ex-Service men behind him, and he 
may be trusted to defend their interests 
with all his powers. 


SUNDAY CONCERT. 


The opening Sunday concert of the 
season, under the auspices of the Harland 
and Wolff Recreation Association, was 
held yesterday afternoon at Pirrie Park, 
in glorious weather, when a very large 
audience listened to the harmonious 
strains of the Queen's Island Military 
Band, under the direction of Mr. George 
Dean, formerly a regimental bandmaster. 
The holding of these concerts has caused 
a great deal of controversy, and when they 
were initiated last year religious purists 
raised a storm of protest, and they were 
condemned by various Church bodies; but 
the general public flocked to the concerts 
in thousands, enjoying the music and 
wandering about the beautiful grounds. 
The programme invariably opens with sa 
ymn in which All join, and the remaining 
items include some of the choicest com- 
positions of the masters, while there are 
also choral numbers and solo singing. A 
large proportion of the proceeds of admis- 
sion is devoted to the local hospitals, 
yesterday’s contributions going to the 
Children’s Hospital in Queen street. 
Attempts have frequently been made by 
broad-minded members of the Belfast Cor- 
poration to introduce music in the public 
parks on Sundays, but deputations from 
the Churches have always intervened to 
put a stop to any such innovation on the 
grounds that it would be a ‘desecration 
of the Sabbath day.” Nevertheless, the 
venture of the Pirrie Park authorities has 
proved an unqualified success. 
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of having their cases fought out in their 
local venues, and of being satisfied that 
they have had a fair trial, He understood 
that the Bar Council, after very full con- 
sideration, drew up and forwarded to the 
Minister for Justice a statement ‘strongly 
condemning the new system of appeal, and 
in which they set out their objections to it.

COST TO THE PUBLIC, 

It was advisable that the taxpayers should 
know the cost to the public, independently 
of the cost to the litigant, of the staff uí 
shorthand writers employed by the State for 
the purpose of these appeals. In the esti- 
mates for 1927-28 the sum of £5,500 was pro- 
vided for ‘remuneration of official steno- 
graphers attached to the Circuit Court for the 
taking of shorthand notes of evidence and the 
transcription of same where necessary,’ and 
a sum of £400 was provided for the travelling 
expenses. 

e thought that he did not exaggerate 
when he said that in only ten per cent, of 
the cases heard by the Circuit Judge were 
appeals lodged; and, therefore, in ninety per 
cent, of the vases the shorthand noles repre- 
sented so much money wasted. There was a 
rumour abroad that there was an intention ‘to 
have these stenographers he on the per- 
manent staff, which would qualify them for 
pensions. To do so in face of the strong 
condemnation uf the system throughout the 
country would be a scandal, Appeals on 
stenographers’ notes had had a fair trial and 
had n found wanting, and the system 
must eventually. be altered. 

THE EXAMINERS. 

There was another matter of great im- 
portance to the profession and ‘the public 
which, he thought, was right to bring to their 
notice and also to the notice of the authorities. 
Anyone who was at all acquainted with the 
practice of the High Court knew that the 
position of the. Examiners (the Chief Clerks 
in Chancery ander the old system) was one of 
the most important in the Courts. To 
efficiently carry out the duties of this office 
a sound knowledge of law and practice, an 
acquaintance with trade customs and a 
genera practical knowledge of affairs were 
necessary, because the Examiner had con- 
stantly to make rulings on points of law and 
come to dicisions on disputed facts. There- 
fore, when the Court Officers Bill was before 
the Dail their Council strongly represented 
to the Government that the position of Ex- 
aminer in the High Court should be confined 
to then existing Chief Clerks, or to solicitors 
in actual practice of ten years’ standing, or 
to persons who had for twelve years been 
employed in the oilices of the High Court. 
However, the Government red. the views. 
of the Council, and confined the position of 


‘was not subject to any auctioneer’s fees. 


Examiner to then existing Chief Clerks and 
to members of the staff of twelve years’ stand- 
ing. The present Examiner and Assistant 
Examiner were both excellent officers, but 
their staffs had been so depleted, notwith- 
standing that there had been no diminution 
in the number of cases in the office, that the 
business was considerably in arrear, although 
he understood these officers constantly bring 
work home. This was not fair to these 
officials or to the public or to our profession. 
CHAOS FORESHADOWED. 

But there was another more serious aspect 
of the position; the Examiner, as might be 
expected, had broken down in health, and 
had been ordered by his doctor to refrain 
from work for the present, and if anything 
should presently happen to the Assistant 
Examiner, which they hoped and trusted 
would not be the case, he for one knew of 
no one among the present staff in the Courts 
who would be competent, either from legal 
knowledge or experience of the work, to fill 
this office, if he excepted the official who for 
years had acted as Assistant Chief Clerk, 
and who has had a lengthy experience of 
the work under several former Chief Clerks. 
Should these posts become vacant in the near 
future they could picture the state of chaos 
which would prevail in this department 
should the position of Examiner be still con- 
fined to officials of twelve years’ service. 

EXAMINATIONS. 

Some alterations in the curriculum for the 
Intermediate and final examinations for 
apprentices recently had been made, which 
would come into operation next year, and 
which, it was hoped and believed, would put 
some check on the cramming system, and 
ensure that the solicitors of the future would 
be qualified to maintain their title to be 
ranked among the learned professions.
